The Only Mepe for Memphis. 
[From the Memphis Appeal. | 

Unless rigorous measures are undertaken to 
prevent a recurrence of the yellow tever 
plague, Memphis is doomed. With our pres- 
ent situation, coupled with the recollections of 
the epidemic ot 1878 before us, 
with their inevitable effect 
all the material interests of the ci'y, it is patent 
that the appearance of a single «ase of yellow 
fever appearing in our midst .n cripple our 
commerce und depreciate all v .iues to an cx- 
tent that ten years of uninterr ipted healih 
and prosperity cannot repair. At least 30,000 
baies of cotton belonging to Memphis were 
shipped to St. Lovis during 
the prevalence of the fever 
nothing of the immense trade 
was diverted from us and carried to other 
cities. The fall trade is by far the heaviest of 
the whoie year, and this must necessarily be 
crippled or destroyed by an epidemic, or even 
afew cases of fever... With sueh a prospect 
ahead, what merchant wouid embark his capi- 
tual in business here? And those who are 
already interested here would prefer to re- 
move, even ata sacrifice, to some other point 
where epidemics are not known. The com- 
merce of Memphisis her sole dependence; it 
is, as is were, the vital principle of her being— 
real estate and all other interests are subD- 
servient to and dependent upon it. 
Commerce is the Atlas that sustains all 
elise upon its shoulders. Let this support be 
weakened, and the city must fall. What, then, 
istheremedy? The answer is found in the 
manifest origin ot the yellow fever now raging 
inourmidst. Itis betterto lay out five per 
cent of the whole value of the capital and prop- 
erty in Memphis than risk the loss occasioned 
by one case of vellow tever. The _  histo- 
ry of the present month has shown 
that the fever can originate 
in our midst; and, with this light before us, if 
we risk another outbreak of the disease, the 
blame wili be ours and we will not deserve the 
sympathy ot the outside world. With a liberal 
and thorough system of sanitationand a rigid 
quarantine at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River under the control of the National Gov- 
ernment, Memphis can bid defiance to yellow 
fever and speedily become the great commer- 
cial city for which nature intended her.

Disinfecting New Orleans. 
[From the New Orleans Times. | 

The Times,being aware that the public would 
like to have a knowledge of the plan ot disin- 
tection at present in operation under the aas- 
pices of the Auxiliary Sanitary Association, for 
the purpose of purifying the vaults and yards 
ot New Orleuns, a reporter was detailed to ac- 
company a wang in their round. 

The force engaged in this work consists of 
twent}-four labvrers, twelve carts, and 
twenty four sanitary officers. Work is be- 
gun at 7:30 in the morning, and continues 
until 6:30 at night. The inspection is started 


from the river front and continued toward the 
rear olthe citv. <Atter the sides ofthe squares 
nearest the river sre completed, the inspec- 


tion and Cisinfection is carried aloxg~on both 
sides of the street at the same time. 
The modus epeisandiis as foilows: The two 


sanitary officers first visit the premises and in- 
spect the vaults and yards, take the names ot 
the residents and make a memoraydum of the 
condition ef the premises. 

They arethen followed bya laborer, carry- 
ing the disinfectuntin a bucket, a portion of 
which héthrows into the vauit or empties in 
the yard, in places where disinfection is ncces- 
sary. 

A cart ac companies this gang, carrying a 
Jarge cask of zine iron disinfectant, and as 
soon ag the bucket is e:nptied it is immediatelv 
filled. 

One of#hese gangs duily 
fect a hun?red houses. 

The people are all willingto have their prem- 
ices disintected, and so far the inspectors have 
had no trouble with their work. 

This process of disinfection will accomplish 
an impmense deal of good, and will be a safe- 
guard against the apvearance or spread of yel- 
low fever.

Facts About Manufacturing and the 
Couatry’s Supplies, 


Why St. Louis Will Continue to be Fore- 
most in this Line of Business. 


It is not generally known that St. Louis has 
a larger saddilery trade thanany other city in 
the world. This, however, is true,although itis 
difficult to give exact statistics of the business, 
owing to the fact that those engaged in it do 
not publish annual statements, such as are 
given of the grain trade, the iron trade, and 
otber important lines of industry. 

Tne saddlery trade of St. Louis probably 

AMOUNTS TO $3,000,000 PER ANNUM, 
so that it becomes at once one of the leading 
industries of the city. This gratifying fact is no 
doubt largely owing to the territory by which 
St. Louis is surrounded. Theolderand richer 
a country is, the more its inhabitants use bug- 
gies and carriages as a means 
of conveyance. In the new 
countries people ride on horseback. The 
territory supplied by St. Louis is made up 
mainly of the States of Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas. Ar- 
kansas, Kansas und Colorado, and the Indian 
Territory, Wyoming, Montana, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. Most 
of these States and Territories use saddlery to 
a very large extent, as, in many of them, such 
atbing asa buggy is seldom used. Go, tor 
instance, toone ot the country churches in 
Arkansas or Texas, or even in Missouri, on 
Sunday, and see how the people come 
up to ‘‘the house of the Lorac.’’ 
A very large majority of them, 
whether male or female, come on horsevack. 
A spring wagon is considered a luxury, anda 
common farm wagon is good enough tor a 
manuand hisfamily. The stylish young men 
and ladies prefer to ride on the back ot

Here horseback riding comes natural, 
were, for it is indulged 
from the earliest day ot childhood. The 
whole neighborhood is a riding-school, and 
every man Or woman a riding-master or mis- 
tress. The youth who cannot mount a wild 
inule or unbroken Spanish mustang, and ride 
him to church alongside his no less daring in- 
amorata, is not considered a ‘‘thoroughbred.’’ 
In Texas and the Territories horse- 
back-riding is developed to its highest 
degree of excellerce and popularity. 
In Montana itis nothing unusual to see a sad- 
dle worth $100, oreven more. Here a saddle 
becomes more necessary to a man than a 
house, for he lives moreinthe former than in 
the latter. And in Texas or Colorado the cow- 
boy, who works for $10 a month, or even less, 
will spend half his year’s wages for a saddle. 
The Mexicans are great lovers of horseback- 
riding, and the principal trade St. Louis 
and the United States has with Mexico is in 
suddiery.

The manufacture ot saddlery is a very pretty 
business, bauthas greatly changed since the 
war, owing to the introduction of sewing ma- 
chines and other kinds of machinery. Before 
the war it took a good man ’ 

HALF A WEEK TO MAKE A LADY'S SADDLE, 
whereas he can now make a dozen inthat time, 
Of course some parts of the work require a con- 
siderable amount of dexterity. To every saddle 
exceptthe pads and a few fancy varieties, 
there is whatis called a ‘‘tree.’’ Thisis gen- 
erally made ot wood, andis cut out of a solid 
block. Elmisthe variety generaily used, on 
account of its lightness and durability. Much 
ofthis partof the manufacturing for the St. 
Louis trade is done at the Jefferson City Peni- 
tentiary. After the **trees’”’ are 
cut out and ready their coating of 
raw -hide, they very much 
like the primitive saddles used by the Indians 
of the plains. The raw-hide, which is put on 
while itis wet and soft, soon becomes dry and 
bard, and gives the tree a very neat appear- 
ance. Itis then ready for the usual append- 
ages, which consist mainly of leather finished 
in many different styles. The foliowing list of 
names illustrate the varieties manufactured 
one of the leading establishments 
of this city: ‘°Still,’’ ‘‘Austin,’’ ‘‘Alvis,°’ 
‘‘san Marcos,’’ ‘‘San Antonio,’’ ‘‘Lockhart,’’ 
‘‘Drover,’’ ‘*Rose,’’ ‘*Vesike,’’ ‘‘Mark 
West,’’ ‘‘Mexican,’’ ‘‘Morgun,’’ ‘‘Muly Mor- 
gan,’’ **Kilgour’’ and ‘* kentucky Kilgour.’’ 

Take a ‘‘Still’’ saddle, tor instance. I is 
made for the Montanuatrade, and is very elabo- 
rite in its finisb. The tree 1s made of 
heavy wood or iron, and =looks to be 
large cnough to break down an ordinary horse. 
The leather used is of the thickest and heavi- 
est veriety, and is soaked in neats-toot oil be- 
fore being used. It is also 

ELABORATELY ORNAMENTED 
with all kinds of impressed curves, lines and 
figures. The under side, that goes next tothe 
horse’s back, is lined with fine lamb skin, and 
is as soft as velvet. This, at least, is 


one humane provision that the rough 
riders of that far off country demand. Thestir- 
rups are of wood and are covercd over in front 
with huge leather protectors. The back skirts 
are set Off with Angora goat skins with long 
hair on them or bear skins. When a ‘‘Still’’ 
saddle is put on alittle Mexican mustang, it is 
much more attractive thaa the 
little animal that carries it. 
What an odd figure such a saddle would cut in 
old England, where theré is 80 nach attention 
given to fancy borses and fancy equestrianism. 
Jne saddles made for the Texas trade are of a 
milder type, as it were, but they too are very 
heavy and some of them are quite elaborate 
and costly, while those made for the Missouri 
trade are light and mostly ‘'English’’ or 
‘*Mulies.’’ 
PRICES OF SADDLERY 
have greatly changed since the war, being 
fully 50 per cent lower now thanthey were in 
1865. All the materials usedin manutacturing 
have gone down wonderfully. The hardware 
used has depreciated fitty or seventy-five per 
cent., and leatheris also much cheaper. Be- 
sides this the introduction of Ina- 
chinery has had a& tendency to 
reduce prices even lower than 
they were before the war. Thena fair ladies’ 
saddle would cost $12; now a good one can be 
bought for $3 50. The prices of suaddies now 
range elithe way from $1 65 to $250, but the 
latter price is a fancy one and exists more in 
name tban reality. The average price is about 
$10. 
With the increasing railroad  facil-

When Edison was talking about running his 
electric wires through the gas pipes of the 
city, some onc asked him how he would putthe 
wiresinside of the pipes. ‘‘I would make a 
mechanical bug,’’ he said, ‘‘that would 
crawl through the pipe and draw the wire af- 
ter it,’’ and within a tew davs he exhibited 
such an automaton in working order. His 
success in the manufacture ofthis particular 
kind of bug suggests the possibility of nis in- 
venting a mechanical bug that shall be capa- 
ble of chasing, catching, und devouring the 
myriads or bues that are attracted by the 
electric light burned on thetrontofthbe sun 
building. On Thursday last the utmost ex- 
ertion was required to prevent the Sun trom 
being several minutes lute in going to press. 
This wus necessitated by the presence ot 
innumerable beetles in the room where the 
forms are madeup. They poured into the 
open windows like raindrops—a shower ot 
pugs. The light that attracted them from the 
City Hall Park dazed them when they came 
close to it, and manyof those that did nat 
plunge headlong into the glowof intense hea: 
struck on the imposing stones and on the 
galleys oftype. There they tumbied around 
ina most ludicrous manner, hke bugs de- 
prived of nstinct. In making up the forms it 
was necessary to brush the veetles from the 
type before lifting it, and to brush them from 
the stone before setting down the type. On 
every succeeding night when the electric light 
has been displayed from the same place the 
shower of bugs has occurred. The invention 
of a mechanical bug that shall roost on the 
window siilsand putto flight all manner of 
natural bugs that are attracted bythe electric 
light is anxiously awaited.

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The Grand Mountain Scenery 
of New Mexico. 


Peculiarities of Santa Fe, the Oldest Settled 
Town in the United States. 


The Famous Silter Mining Districts— 
Placer Mines. 


Special Correspondence ef the Post-Dispatch. 

SANTA FE, N. M., July 24.—A visit to New 
Mexico cannot fail to be of absorbing interest, 
even to an ordinary observer. Her almost un- 
limited agricultural and mineral resources,her 
grand and picturesque mountain scenery, her 
antiquities, and her salubrious and bracing 
climate, all combine to increase our interest 
as we prolong our visit. The history and tra- 
ditions of the quaint old town from which I 
write aloneare of sufficient interest to com- 
pensate forthe long journey hither. Doubt- 
less many of your readers are now somewhat 
familiar with the history of the Territory, as, 
since the advent of the railroad, many repre- 
sentatives of the Eastern and Western press 
have visited and writcen of the wonderful 
country. Yet a few observations from me 
may not prove uninteresting. The town of 
Santa. Fe has a  wpopulation of about 
6.500, and is located on both sides 
of Santa Fe Creek, a small 
stream having its source in the mountains 
twelve miles to the east and running westerly 
tuurteen miles into the Rio Grande River. 
From the stream the fields and gardens in the 
town and valiey around are irrigated for culti- 
vation, the whole volume of water being di- 
verted into the acequias, or irrigating canals, 
during theirrigating season. In order that the 
supply of water, which at times is limited,may 
be equally or justly distributed, the people 
elect annually a Mayor-Domo, or overseer; but 
the wily Mexican, like his brother office-hold- 
er of the States, is frequently charged with dli- 
verting supplies into illegitimate channels. 
Water for drinking purposes is obtained from 
wells, and an abundant supply can be had by 
digging almost anywhere in thetown toa 
depth of from twenty tothirty feet. The resi- 
dences and other buildings are almost univer- 
sally of the Mexican style, built of adobe (a 
sun-dried brick), one story high, and are 
said to be warm in winter and 
cool in summer (the latter virtue 
I will cheerfully confirm). The town, as 
seen from any of the fine,natural elevations as 
we approached it, looked more like a large 


collection of burning brick kilns than anything 
else we could think of, the materials of which 
the houses were constructed being of exactly 
the same color as the soil on which they stand, 
the process of curing not having changed the 
color in the least. A visit of a few days has 
effectually wiped out the unfavorable impres- 
sions that took possession of us as we entered 
for the first time the quaint old place. How- 
ever uninviting the queer-looking dwelling 
houses may appear from an extenor view, on 
entering those occupiea by the leading Ameri- 
can and Mexican families, a striking and pleas- 
ing contrast is noticeable; the rooms are large 
and well lighted and ventilated, and have un 
air of comfort and refinement that would bear 
comparison with our best St. Louis houses. 


THE SOCIETY OF SANTA FE 
is excellent; the presence always of the mili- 
tary officers and their wives and daughters 
give ita tone which, of course, it would not 
otherwise possess. It is now claimed that this 
is the oldest settled town in the United States, 
and tradition and records seem to justify the 
assumption. The various wars between the 


Pueblo Indians—who first built and occupied a 
town here—and the Spaniards and Mexicans, 
are of Jocal interest mainly, sol will not enter 
into a recital of their vicissitudes. The de- 
ecendants and representatives of these ancient 
Indians can be seen almost any day on tne 
streets of the town driving along their patient 
littie burros or donkeys, laden with the prod- 
ucts of their peaceful agricultural pursuits, the 
whole presenting a picture extremely ygro- 
tesque. The principal business houses,vanks, 
hotels and Government offices are located on 
and face the Plaza. Onthe north side of this 
public square, is located the historic old Pal- 
ace, now the Governor’s man- 
sion, but, on account. of repairs 
that have been made upon itfrom time to time, 
it retains little of its antique appearance; in 
fact, would not now attract special attention 
by its genera! outward appeurunce. In this 
o)d bouse are said to have lived and ruled the 
Spanish Captains General and Mexican Gov- 
ernors, from a period early inthe seventeenth 
century down to the advent of the government 

of tbe United States, and documents now in 
the office of the Territorial Secretary recite 
many things concerning the conquest and re- 
conquest of Santa Fe by the Spaniards and In- 
dians which seem almost incredible. When 
afew days ago, however, your correspondent 
and a friend called to pay their respects to His 
Excelleney Gov. Lew Wallace, at his officein 
the Palace, we did not findtne aathor of ‘‘The 
Fair God’’ engaged in planning an Indian 
war or considering measures of defense against 
a foreign foe, as was the wont of Governors of 
old. Not by any means; the arbitrary and des- 
potic exercise of power, never authorized 
by law or justice, and never requisite for tne 
purposes of government, has long since passed 
away torever, and now peace and tranquility 
reign within the oid walls; andifthere now*be 
any Fernando De Alvas anxious to ‘‘rescue 
from oblivion’’ the many representatives of 
their race in this broad territory, let them 
availthemselves of the present opportunity 
and step tothe front. Governor Wallace re- 
ceived us with great cordiality, and was en- 
thusiastic concerning the future oa of 
New Mexico. Heseemsto be doing all in his 
power to administer law and justice and to en- 
courage the rapid settlement and development 
of the country. The present limited revenues 
ofthe Territory necessarily cause much em- 
barrassmentto officials, and in many cases 
render the proper enforcement of the laws im- 
possible. fe may be possible to convict men of 
the crimes with which they are charged, but it 
is a notorious fact that the jails,almost without 
exception, are wholly insecure, and have no 
terrors for evil-doers. Men charged with the 
highest crimes known to law are many 
of them only nominally in the hands of the 
Sheriff or Juilor. Asan illustration of this, a 
circumstance is referred to by Chief Justice 
Prince, whenever opportunity offers, as » good 
joke on Gov. Wallace. One morning, not long 
since. as His Excellency was quietiy sitting in 
his office, a gentile knock was heard at his door, 
and en being bidden a man entered, who, 
with much ceremony, exchanged the compli- 
ments of the day, and then took aseat at the 
polite request of the Governor; then, in the 
most matter-of-fact and confident manner, the 
man proceeded to explain the object of bis 
call. As he progressea, the Governor was hor- 
rified at discovering in the individual before 
him amancharged with a most brutal and 
cowardly murder, and with whose case he was 
perfectly familiar. It appears the criminal 
had served all but six months of a light sen- 
tence, and thinking his punishment for 
merely killing a fellow being had 
been sufficient, he qnictly walked out of 
jail into the Governor’s presence, and request 

ed—almost demanded—tbat the remainder of 
the sentence be remitted. That 

THE REQUEST 

was refused in language very emphatic, and 
the man ordered into custody, is a matter of 
record. I am glad to report, however, that 
criminals will be better looked after in future, 
as arrangements have recently been made 


whereby all under sentences for a longer time 
than two years will be confined in the penitea- 
tiary at Omaha, Nebraska. 

The introduction of one ormore railroads 
will soon work wonderful changes in New Mex- 
ico. Already, as you know, the Atchison, 
Topeka ana Santa Fe branch is completed to 
Las Vegas, and work is being pushed forward 
so rapidly that Santa Fe expects to join hands 
with the world by the first of January next. 
The antiquated old town, although somewhat 
excited over the prospeet, seems to have no 
conception of its importance. 

After resting a few days, your correspondent 
paid a visit to the now famous Los Cerrillos sil- 
ver mining district, twenty two miles south of 
this place. Much bas been said and written 
about these mines during the past few months, 
but 1 do not think their value has been exag- 
gerated, notwithstanding the many visionary 
and romantic ‘*Jenkinses’’ that have hastily 
visited and written aboutthem. This mining 
region is not a new one, as within sight of the 
camps—distant only four or five miles—are the 
old placer gold mines, where mining was Car- 
ried on extensively and with immense profit 
over a hundred and fitty years ago. About 
these placer mines history and tradition have 
much to say. The principal business of the 
Spaniards then was that of mining, and many 
of them are said to have amassed immense 
fortunes. Ot course, it was al) profit in those 
days, as they forced the Indians into slavery 
and compelled them to do ali the 
hard work of the mines. In time, however, 
there was a general uprising among the In- 
dians, and the Spaniads were driven out of the 
country. This is said to have ended Spanish 
mining in this part of the country, as the na- 
tives positively refused to allow them to return 
except on the condition thatthey should agree 
by solemn compact not to reopen the mines or 
again attempt to reduce them (the Indians) to 
slavery. This the Spaniards agreed to, but the 
natives, well knowing their inordinate desire 
for wealth wasthe cause of former cruel op- 
pressions, determinea to conceal the valuabie 
mines by filling them up and destroying, as far 
as possible, every trace of theme This, it ts 
said, was so effectually done that succeeding 
generations of Spaniards were never able to 
discover them again. It is believed by the 
Spanish population here that the Puebio In- 
dians are, up totbe present day, acquainted 
with the locality of many of these 
“wonderful mines, but nothing can persuade 
them to divulge the secret. It is said the old 
mep ana sages of the Puebios regularly lecture 
the vouths on the subject, reciting to them the 
cruoities inflicted on t ancestors, and 
which, they say, will surely be renewed to- 
wards themseives if the secretis

PURE AND BRACING AIR 
make the very act of breathing a pleasure. lt 
is not surprising, then, that when we reached 
the summit of one of the highest mountains I 
made no attempt to suppress my feelings of 
wonder and admiration on viewing the grand 


panorama of mountain and valley that extend- 
ed as fur as the eye could reach. The scenery 
near us was striking and tull of effective con- 
trasts, but time and space will not justity a de- 
scription. In due time we reached ‘‘camp,’’ 
and after doing justice to an excellent lunch 
supplied by the ladies ot our party, we started 
under the guidance ot an experienced miner to 
explore the mines. We found large number-~ 


of prospectors at work and with such reauilts as | 


have excited the whole community almost to > 
frenzy, and convinced the people that anothe: 

E! Dorado awaits adventurous capital. In the 
two districts embracing the Los Cerrillos re- 
gion, three or four hundred claims have been 
staked off and about one hundred shafts aro 
being sunk, and one remarkable thing about 
these mines 1s they show mineral atthe first 
working, and what is more important, all the 
veins are true fissures; this we can assert from 
a persbnal examination of a large number. 
Such veins are said to be a guarantee of depth 
andthe permanency of the oresupply. Tue 

ore of this district embraces carbonates, sui- 
phurets, cblorides, galena, -quartz carrying 
silver and gaieva, and copper. Assays of the 
carbonates found on the surface run from five 
to ninety ounces perton. Ten feet down they 
runge from 20 to 200 ounces to the ton. The 
most extensively developed mine is the Car- 
bonate, owned by Surveyor-General Atkinson, 
Frank Dimmick of Leadville, and others, their 
shaft being uown to the depth of 107 feet. To 
this mine alleyes here are turned at present, 
believing that a strike will soon be made which 
will create 4 statnpede inthe direction of the 
Cerrillos that willthrow Leadville entirely in 
the shade. A few davs ago seven samples ta- 
ken from the Carbonate assayed an average of 
66 1-7 ounces to the toa, and assays ot selected 
ranged trom 5 to 702 ounces perton. As yet 
no large companies bave begun workin these 
mines; but this isnot surprising, asthe dis- 
coveries were made only about three months 
ago. A number of capitalists are now here, 
however, making a thorough examination of 
some mines with aview of investing. What 
the country wants is capital, and her mineral 
resources will never be developed without it. 
It is no place at present for a poor man, and 
any such who come here with the expectation 
of getting work will be disappointed. Little 
work will be done inthe mines until reduction 
works are erected, as it is useless to take out 
large quantities of ore with no means of reduc- 
ing it. Probably by the first of January next 
the trains of the Atchison, Topeka and Sunta 
Fe Railroad will be running at the very foot of 
the Cerrillos, forever settling the question of 
transportation; and alreadv the company has 
unnounced that it will carry to St. Louis free 
one ton of ore trom each mine to be assayei(i—a 
very liberal a gaa indeed. The climate 
of New exico is the finest in 
the world for mining, as it can 
be carried on the year round without 
interruption. Theonly serious drawback to 
mining at present is scarcity of water, but, 
when developments shall justify it, capital will 
soon utilize various methods for introducing an 
abundant sunplv. Much pieased with our first 
visittothe Cerrillos. and firm in the Delief 
that less than a year hence nota few bo- 
nanzas will there De opened to the world,* we 
bade adieu to the ‘‘camp’’ and returned to the 
capital city to enjoy fora few days lonyer its 
pleasant society and cooling breezes. Ww.

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_) A JEALOUS HUSBAND'S FATE. | 


Killed by His Suspected Wife 
While Threatening Her Life. 


Her Statement—Seven Months a Bride 
and Only Eighteen Years Old. 


[From the New York Herald ] 

HAGERSTOWN, MD., July 28.—The fact 
that a young wife had deliberately shot her 
husband at Sharpsburg yesterday became 
known here this morning by the arrival of the 
laay, Mrs. Ida Estelle Benner, in custody of 
Constable J. R. Poffenberger, and her lodg- 
ment in jail. A Coroner’s jury yesterday 
found that her husband came to his death by 
a gunshot wound produced with a gun in her 


hands. 

The scene of the tragedy was the lodge- 
keeper’s residence at the Antietam National 
Cemetery, which is located on the celebrated 
battle field, just outside the town of Sharps- 
burg, twelve miles from here. Here Mrs. 
Benner and her deceased husband, Thomas 
H. Benner, who was employed in assisting to 
keep the cemetery in order. resided with the 
keeper; Lieut. Geo. A. Haverfield, as their 
boarder. Several times recently Benner, who 
was of a very jealous disposition, has quarrel- 
ed with his wife about the Lieutenant, and 
she in consequence avoided his society as 
much as possible. 

THREATENING HER LIFE. 

On Saturday night Benner came home with 
the Lieutenant shortly before 12 0’clock and 
went to the room where his wife was sleeping. 
He did not, however, go to bed, for when his 
wife came down in the morning between 7:30 
and 8 o’clock. she found him lying on the 
floorin the back room, with all the doors 
open. He at once commenced quarreling with 
her. accusing her of being unfaithful to him 
with the Lieutenant, saying that he would 
make her confess and if she would not he would 
kill her. Hethen went into the kitchen 
and returned with a sharpened case kuife 
and a piece of wood about two and a half feet 
long. 

DONE IN SELF-DEFENSE. 

With the knife uplifted he advanced on his 
wife, threatening again to kill her. She deaied 
having anything to tell and retreated toa 
corner in which there was a carbine, loaded 
by Benner a short time previously for the pur- 
pose of killing a dog. Picking this up, she 
warned him to go away as she would defend 
herself, and as he continued to advance she 
discharged the gun. The load entered his 
left breast, above the heart, making a large 
hole, the skin being burnt by the powder and 
one of the arteries leading tothe heart being 
severed. Benner turned at once, with the 
blood streaming from him, and stu bled 
through the doorways until near the treat 
door, where he fell dead. 

A YOUNG COUPLE. 

After the coroner’s inquest Mrs. Benner 
was taken into custody, buton account of her 
delicate situation was not brought to Hagers- 
town until this morning. She and her late 
husband were married on the Ist of December 
last. having run away from home on account 
of the opposition of her parents to her union 
with him. Hewas about twenty-four vears 
of age and she is about eighteen. An _ effort 
was made this morning, after her arrival here, 
to have her released on bail. Her counsel, 
Colonel H. Kyd Douglas, obtained a writ of 
habeas corpus and she was brought before 
Judge Motter, but the State’s Attorney, Mr. 
Edward Stake, not having learned anvthing 
of the matter until this morning, the examin- 
ation was deferred until two o’clock on 
Wednesday, toenable him to ascertain the 
facts in regard tothe shooting and summon 
witnesses. 

STATEMENT OF THE HOMICIDE. 

Mrs. Benner, ia the meantime, has been 
given by the Sheriffa room in his dwelling at 
the jail, and is very calm. She has put on 
mourning for her husband, who was buried 
this afternoon at Sharpsburg, and says she 
loved him devotedly, but could not sacrifice 
her life to his jealous hate. She is a small 
woman, with dark hair and eyes, dark com- 
plexion, a prominent forehead, well shaped 
nose, full lips and protruding chin. The con- 
tour of the face of her husband indicates 
strength of will and resoluteness of purpose.

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MME. JUDIC. 


The Most Beautiful Woman on the 
French Stage. 
'({From the London World, July 16.] 

Judic is perhaps the most beautiful woman 
on the French stage. Her large dark orbs, 

clear olive complexion, and hair of a lustrous, 
though not a shining black, all gifts of her 

Spanish ancestry, make her a perfect type. 

Her straight nose and the pure oval of her 
face form a fitting complement to the cata- 
logue of charms. She is Juno or 
a soubrette at will, having every 

capacity for varied expression 
in the resources of that wonderful counten- 
ance. For the Queen of Heaven she has ouly 

to make the most of the classic line of cheek 

and brow: for the waiting-maid of earth to 
turn inthe mischief in the eyes. Her man- 
ner of private life explains the secret of her 
success in public. Having 80 much beauty, 
she has a right to be proud, yet she is all 
amiability and unaffected good humor. In 
tne gayety of her laugh she is as one of her 
own children. Ought the revelation to be 
made tbat she bas children old enough to 
serve for the comparisoa? Certainly not, un- 
less one adds this extenuating circumstance— 
that she was but a_ child of seven- 
teen herself when M. Judic made her his wife. 
She is but a big child still. Offenbach caught 
her peculiar characteristic in saying ‘‘willful- 
ness.’’ She laughs not to please vou, but to 
please herself, and, of course, never fails of 
the double effect. The whole secret of her 
artis in the fact that she carries this spirit 
into the business of the scene. Her stage life 
is simply a continuation of her home life, in 
regaid, at least, to her peculiar gifts of inter- 
pretation. Other actresses bring the manner 
of the stage tothe home; this one takes the 
manner of home tothe stage. There is all the 
difference in the world between the two 
methods. The first is the worst art, the last 
is nature; and it will be found to contain the 
principle of the highest effects in all kinds of 
public appearance whatsoever. The greatest 
orator in England is the man who talks on the 
platform as he talks at his own dinner-table— 
John Bright. 

A winning frankness belongs to this charac- 
ter, and Judic has it. Her talk is delightfully 
free from conventions: the unexpected is al- 
ways happening in her replies. You ask her 
if sbe isnot cloyed with her nightly feast of 
public favor; perhaps not without a thought 
of giving her the opportunity to air acommon 
affectation—the disdain of th2 applauded for 
applause. ‘*Notatall.’’ she will tell you; 
‘*itis my breath of life.’’ ‘*But you have 
breathed it so often.’’ ‘*‘And would you 
bave me to try to live without air for a 
change?’’ The same directness is found,to the 
confusion of all little schemes of international 
compliment on the part of tha ques- 
tioner, when sheis asked if she likes Eng- 
land as much as Englard likes her. She 
shrugs her shoulders, a sufficiently strong 
negative forthe French. ‘‘It rained so! [ 
dare say the English could not help it; but O, 
how itrained! It used to make mecry. I 
could not help it. No. I used to cry for 
nothing all day long, just like the skies.’’ 
‘*How were those to guess it, Madame, who 
saw you only in*Mariee depuis Midi’ at 
night? We who went to the Princess’s 
thought you lived on laughter, and you must 
have thought the same of us.’’ ‘*Oh, no; 
the English are very serious, even at the 
play.
